Our Gardens in the Desert 


By VELOMA WALDRON 


Spring in the Valley has come, 
it seems, with a breath of w arm 
air, but that need not frighten 
the gardener « lio prepares for 
his planting with a little care. 
There is so much in garden 
m aterial 
which 
can 
still 
lie 
planted and 
e n j o y e d 
right 
through 
the 
Sum m er months, 
that one need not fuel that he 
faces long months with a drab 
garden just because the w eather 
is going to lie w arm ! 
If * on have n o : planted some 
zinnias, then by all means do so 
now or as soon as veil possibly 
can, for they will give color all 
Sum m er long and until the first 
cold 
weather. 
They 
can 
be 
planted from seed, very success­ 
fully or from young plants a v a il­ 
able by the dozen or by the h u n ­ 
dreds in "fla is.” 


SHOULD 
YOU 
CHOOSE to 
plant from seed, he sure to get 
the 
best seeds 
available and 
plant liiem not more than half 
an 
inch deep 
in well worked 
soil. Be sure to l-.eep ihe ground 
very damp until the seeds have 
sprouted 
and 
com;*'* through. 
This will m ean frequent s p rin ­ 
kling 
I probably 
four 
or 
five 
limes daily) 
lor the first tew 
days. 
When the 
young plants 
have 
become well established, 
the sprinkling can give away i n 
the irrigating method. 
Build a border around llie bed 
and trench Hie rows of plants, 
and run the hose in ilns bed 
very slowly. He careful liial the 
foliage Is 
not intimidated. 
A 
thorough watering in this m a n ­ 
ner will last much longer than 
the sprinkling. A good tesl 
to 
see whether or not the ground 
is 
d am p 
enough, 
is 
lo 
just 
scratch tin* surface and if d a m p ­ 
ness appears plentiful just below 
(he surface, it will not be nec­ 
essary until later. Should a d ry ­ 
ing w ind come along, it will be 


very helpful to the young plants 
to have the ground around them 
quite damp, so if the drying wind 
begins, water at once and help 
save the foliage from cutting 
sa n d and the rools from d a m a g ­ 
ing dryness. 


IF YOU PREFER lo planl zin­ 
nias from young plants, there 
is 
thp 
advantage 
of several 
w eeks near the blooming period 
w hen you choose iliis method. 
Here again the groifud should 
be well worked and damp when 
the plants are 
set 
out. 
Also 
w ater these plants well when 
p lacing in the ground and keep 
them well watered, 
preferably 
by 
t lie* irrigation 
method. 
Be 
sure to snip off tlit* first buds 
w hich appear, as this makes the 
plant stool out and become more 
bushy and have 
more bloom, 
instead <4 growing tall and thin. 
II one does not care for the 
gian t 
dahlia-type 
of 
zinnia, 
there are lit;* sm aller Lilliput or 
Pompon lynes which 
are most 
decorative and very fine picking 
flowers. There are the interest- 
iig "shaggy" zinnias from the 
B u r p e e seed which remind one 
• if chrysanthem um s or perhaps 
asters. The color range in all 
types is wide and varied. It is 
well lo remember also, that it 
i 
not necessary to planl mixed 
colors only. If your color scheme 
c a l l s for pinks or w hiles or la v ­ 
enders or single bright shades of 
red ;.i yellow without the p a s ­ 
tels, I lien plant the single color 
a heme*. A very handsome effect 
can he obtained by starling u 
bed in one color a n d progress­ 
ing throughout lite length of the 
bed vvilh other tin es of the sam e 
.•olor or blending from one sin 
pit* color lo a harmonizing one. 
For 
example: start 
with pule 
pink then plant next lo it a 
deeper pink, then lavender a n d 
lastly, purple. Jusl play with the
